1. In order to protect the freedom cf the press aod to peewit anLirorclu- 
tienary articles, all newspaper*, magazines, and press agencies *iow operating 
In this city mat 1>© roistered with the Camiseion, ss stated in these regulc- 

tlona. 



2. When registering, each mat Indicate on the registration font, apr^l 
fiocJIy and. truthfully, the following categories: 

VuM and addresses of persona In responsible positions, their past 
and pr esent occupations , past and preaert political affiliations, anl political 
activities in parties anl extjanl rations; frequency of publication (dally, weekly, or 
mrtfely) of each paper; masher of pages and the urea of dlrtrlontion; source of 
financial resources and financial oonUtlcn; conditiou of shareholders; additional 
businesses, and the omi uni the locations of printing shop# and distributors. 

3* When ragl taring, samples of newspapers and magazines published within 
the past year most be submitted to the Cosmisaion. 

k. After registration, all newspapers, nagazinea, and preer agencies, 
which are approved bv the Comleeisn, will be issued temporary registration 
pszmlte; those not a-iprored will not be permitted to continue publication or 
epmtlon. lev newspapers magazines, and press agencies must obtain registra- 
tion permit* before beglnn.n^ publication or operation. 



5 - All newspaper, mage lines, and yreau agen^is* approved by this com- 
mission may not polish any articles which cor^radict the activities of the 
Comission or the People * CovarxeBoni , engage xn spread i ng propaganda opposing

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6* Any newspaper, or press y making ial#e stataaantfl in, oir

7, Any yiolator of Article 5 of thee® regulations vlll he warned a nd, accord- 
ing to the violation, will he temporarily or pera&nently aospendwi froa further 
Yrti&lioation or ©par* tion* If the violation is found to he ar’ndnal offense > the 
vi^lat«r will he tried in the emetB*
